Waste Emissions Charge

N.A.

Establishes a waste emission charge on applicable facilities that
exceed specified waste emission threshold and emit >25,000
metric tons of CO,e beginning in 2024; this statute does not allow
EPA to retain the collected fees for Agency use

Owner or operator of an applicable facility pays the charge

Not later than 2 years after enactment, Administrator shall revise
requirements to ensure reporting and charges are based on
empirical data and accurately reflect total methane emissions and
waste emissions from the applicable facilities, and allow owners
and operators of applicable facilities to submit empirical
emissions data to demonstrate extent to which a charge is owed
